Granted is. the fact that the 
gifts were bought because friends 
were meant to be remembered on 
this ever-important. day, but 
wouldn’t the most valuable gift 
of all be a sincere expression 
of love alone. 

It would probably be the great- 
est calamity that ever hit 
dustry if people were to give 
only love and kindness at this 
time of the year, but if this were 
to happen, it would be the closest 
we have come in many years in 
hitting the true meaning of the 
eventful occasion.
